First: Note on Inttrnational Schools 

The concept behind estaolishing international schools began in the middle of the 19th Century to educale 
Children d foreign communities in host countries in the be^nningi trtose schools were established and 
managed by mdivkduals and corporations with the help of sorr^e foreign governments, like the U3 Departnrwnt 
of Defense, to educate the children of diplomats, employees of oil and other companies, and Christian 
missionary organizations as well as some institutions that had offices or branches in the host countries 
Those schools were small m number They were not interested m making profits, but they were interesled in 
offenng the kind and standard of education as approved in their countnes to their chMren in host countnes 
The concept later devek>ped and the number of mtemaitionai schools grew immensely when Amencan and 
Bnbsh curricula became the favorite for many families and students, especially among the Arabs who adore 
everything that is Amencan or Western Consequently, motivated by investment and making profits, many 
wealthy Arabs and non-Arabs, estabkshed tnternationai schools for teaching Amencan and British currKuto 
They opened their doors for bcal students wishing to obtain the Amencan Diploma, the IGCSE, or the 
International Baccalaur#att. 

There is a great demand on the international schools because they offer the opportunity of teaching western 
syllabi to students in their home countnes without havM>g to travel to American or Bntain Graduates of those 
schools can also join An>ercan or Bntish universities nx>re easily than their peers who study k>cal syllabi

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Third: What Is the Security Condition of Targeted Teachers? Why Do We Say: It Is Easy Prey? 

'The security condition vanes according to the school Secunty arrangements of the American Intemattonal 
School in Jeddah and the Advanced Generations School, for example, are very strict Some of them irve in 
highty secured residenitial compounds and some others live ordinary houses like o^er inhatxtants in the 
area Securing the school is not anr)ong our concerns, t^ecause focus on lone wolf operations against 
individuals ar>d not against buildings, unless the wolf alooe or with his brothers ^nts to eliminate the inlklels 
Inside their \Morkplace. or the school if they mar>age to enter the facility m sonne way or another with their 
requirements and weapons, that win t>e fine However, as we have mentoned, teachers can be targeted at 
their tvne of arrival to or departure from school, or during their shopping at supermarkets or mega shopping 
centers 

Some schools $e txises to transport teachers o and from school, and this wil be a precious catch Targeting 
the bus (I do not say blowing it up though I am not against it) while teachers are getting on or out of it wH 
easily kill a number of them in a few minutes with one gun. The simfiter the operation is the more successful 
It becomes This will certainly lead to closing the school 

In a conversation with one of the brothers from the Land of the QuiveiY lE^ypt) he told me that most 
lntematx)nal schools provide housing for the teachers m the high class Ma'adi suburb of Cairo He also said 
that all mtemational schools there use buses to transport teachers from Ma'adi to the schools and back. 
Buses stop at special aasembty points to pick and drop teachers every day He also satd that there are no 
guards or escorts to guard those buses As»de from going to school and back by bus. dozens of those infidels 
wander ak)ng the streets of Ma'adi and visit is restaurants and shops This means that this area that has 
some kmd of secunty ease (because it is a nesidentia I area a nd US and U K emtiassies a re not there} ts a 
good opportunity to target a considerable number of teachers in one day You should wnagine the impact and 
the terror that will shake the hearts of infidels However, i told my friend that I do not count much on 
Egyptians 

I believe that ^at I have mentk)ned here is enough for the tinf>e being, and maybe later I wi\ come back with 
more details,
